WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (.?—The 


Eisenhower Administration today 
unveiled a new, brighter budget 
w h i c h it hailed as a '"turning 
point'1 in the struggle to put the 
Government in the black. 


It estimated that spending, the 


deficit and the National debt will 
all prove to be two billion dollars 
less at the end of the present fiscal 
year t h a n was previously pre- 
dicted.
